things, the specific of a method for amplifying capacitively coupled inter-chip 
communication signals and/or an apparatus comprising periodically initializing the input 
voltage of the first CMOS inverter stage involving suspending data transmission on the 
capacitive transmitter pad and setting the voltage on the capacitive transmitter pad to a 
middle point between a voltage representing logic "1" and a voltage representing logic 
"0" as set forth in claims.
